Superior, after re- 
jecting the platform proposed by Sec- 
retary of State Fred R. Zimmerman, 
gubernatorial nominee. It then elect- 
ed John B. Chase, Oconto. chairman 
of the state central committee. 


The platform was amended how- 


ever, to 
include the 
conservation 


plank sponsored by the Izaak Walton 
league and offered by William H. 
Markham, Horicon. 
The resolution 


outlines a detailed conservation pro- 
gram, including reorganization of the 
conservation commission into a state 
board of non-salaried members, sim- 
ilar to the board of health. 


The resolutions ^committee early in 


the evening rejected the Zimmerman 
platform, 13 to 3, turned down the 
-Izaak Walton 'league's conservation 
plank by~ the sanio vo-V, and reconl- 
mended the Johnson platform, 10 to G. 
When the platform was taken up on 
the floor, Mr. -Zimmerman read his 
'declaration of 'principles as a minor- 
ity report, and Mr. Markham read 
his plank. 
_Both received applause.

Such an occasion arises, for instance, 


•when the famous Dr. Nelson, head of the 
federal geological survey, broadcasts an 
announcement of one of his familiar con- 
.ferences—this time for the discussion of 
"•use of sink boxes or batteries, mat- 
blinds and other devices employed in the 
•waters of Maryland, North Carolina and 
Virginia.'' "Wisconsin outlawed much oil 
this slaughter apparatus long ago. Mary- 
land. North Carolina and Virginia are 
part of the fringe of coastal states where 
bag limits, if enforced or respected at all. 
are merely the federal limit of twenty-five 
ducks. The southern tier of these states 
slaughter by thousands the ducks so 
obligingly saved by AVisconsin sports- 
manship. Then the interests which have 
appeared to influence federal policy for 
years drum up optimistic reports of 
"more ducks than ever" and the ammu- 
nition business is safe for another season.

One persistent criticism of college 


education in the United States is that it is

ics assume he Jias? John Colemau, jr., de- 
scribes in the Chicago Journal of Com- 
merce the requirements of a young and 
up-to-date, go-getting broker, out to 
"give the customer what he wants." 
That includes the following: 


""What the good shows are and how to 


be able to get six 'down front for to- 
night'; the standing of clubs in both ma- 
jor leagues: the entries and odds for the 
Derby; what the ravages of the boll wee- 
vil will mean to the new cotton crop; the 
size and condition of winter wheat; the 
gasoline content of Venezuela crude; the 
route to the Yale-Harvard game, and 
what the return of monarchy in Germany 
would mean to the cheese stocks; he will 
be supposed to know the new 'funny' 
stories; the significance of the De Lau- 
vand process; the essential features in the 
development of the Diesel engine;-Jo be 
familiar with the commercial recovery of 
oxygen from the atmosphere: discuss the 
theory of Malthus: understand why 
France cannot balance her budget; and 
act as a reminder to send flowers to the 
client's wife on her approaching birth- 
day." 


And this list is only partial. To be a 


good broker it is Mr. Coleman's opinion 
that you have to be pretty nearly all 
things to all men, at least in the way of 
intelligent conservation. You must have 
some knowledge of habits and manners, 
politics and history, literature and human 
nature. In short, you need a general ed- 
ucation, with at least a dash of chemistry 
and mechanics and law and political sci- 
ence and art.

Stribbling seems to say in "Teeftal- 


low" that a great deal of that Id
